Congress Nears Spending Deal 



House Speaker John Boehner backs extending a payroll tax cut set to expire Jan. 1. 


Payroll tax cut likely 
to stay amid efforts 
to avoid shutdown 

Washington 

The endgame at hand, Democrat- 
ic and Republican congressional 
leaders expressed optimism Thurs- 
day at prospects for swift compro- 
mise to extend Social Security tax 
cuts, keep long-term jobless ben- 
efits flowing and avoid a partial 
government shutdown at mid- 
night Friday. 

A third year-end bill, setting 
new rules for the handling of ter- 
ror suspects in U.S. custody, was 
cleared for final passage. 

“Right now. Congress needs to 
make sure that 160 million work- 
ing Americans don’t see their taxes 
go up on Jan. 1,” President Obama 
said, referring to the tax cut exten- 
sion due to expire at the end of the 
year, which is at the core of the 
jobs program he outlined three 
months ago. 

House Speaker John Boehner of 
Ohio agreed. “We can extend pay- 
roll tax relief for American work- 
ers, help create new jobs and keep 


the government running. And, 
frankly, we can do it in a biparti- 
san way,” he said. 

The previous day’s partisan 
jabs in the Capitol all but van- 
ished. Republicans agreed to con- 
sider changes to a $1 trillion spend- 
ing bill compromise that they 
and at least one Democrat said 
had been wrapped up days ago. 
The White House said it wanted 
adjustments. 

Democrats abandoned their 


demand for a surtax on million- 
dollar incomes that they wanted, 
removing a provision that Repub- 
licans opposed. 

“We hope that we can come up 
with something that would get us 
out of here at a reasonable time 
in the next few days,” said Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Harry Reid 
of Nevada. 

Boehner left open the possi- 
bility of a compromise on another 
key sticking point, a House-passed 


Meanwhile ... 

Congress cleared a $662 billion 
defense bill and will send the mea- 
sure to President Obama for his sig- 
nature. The Senate voted, 86-13, on 
Thursday for the bill, which would 
authorize money for military per- 
sonnel; weapons systems; the wars 
in Afghanistan and Iraq; and nation- 
al security programs in the Energy 
Department. The House had voted, 
283-136, for the measure Wednes- 
day. The legislation is $27 billion 
less than Obama wanted for the 
Pentagon and other accounts, (ap) 


provision that all but requires con- 
struction of a proposed oil pipeline 
from Canada to Texas. 

In addition to extending and 
expanding the payroll tax cut, 
Obama also wants to leave in place 
a system that provides aid for up to 
99 weeks for the long-term unem- 
ployed. The House-passed measure 
reduces the total by 20 weeks, a 
step that the administration says 
would cut off 3.3 million indi- 
viduals and that Democrats are 
hoping to soften, if not reverse.

Medal of Honor Account Disputed 


Report casts doubt 
on Marine’s actions 
during Afghan fight 

Washington 

President Obama is standing by his 
award of the Medal of Honor to a 
Marine in the Afghan War, despite 
a published report charging exag- 
gerations and untruths in the offi- 
cial account of his bravery. 

Obama presented the award to 
Marine Sgt. Dakota Meyer on Sept. 
15, calling him the “best of a gen- 
eration” that joined the military 
after 9/11. He described the day in 



Hailed as a Hero 

Marine Sgt. Dakota Meyer received the Medal of 
Honor, the military’s highest award, on Sept. 15 for 
actions taken on a harrowing night in Afghanistan. 
Meyer reportedly risked his life to save 13 U.S. service 
members, leaving his vehicle to rescue 24 Afghans, 
leading a final push to retrieve the bodies of four 
dead Americans and killing eight Taliban fighters 
during an intense fight on Sept. 8, 2009. (twp) 


2009 when Meyer braved enemy 
fire in eastern Afghanistan to save 
U.S. and Afghan comrades. 

But McClatchy Newspapers said 
its review of documents turned 
up numerous assertions that are 


“untrue, unsubstantiated or exag- 
gerated.” 

McClatchy’s report, along with 
a story quoting other U.S. troops 
present that night, said Meyer 
likely acted heroically enough to 


deserve the honor, even if the avail- 
able evidence did not match the 
narrative Obama had cited. Three 
other U.S. service members were 
involved in the same rescue and 
none has been awarded the mili- 
tary’s top honor. 

White House press secretary 
Jay Carney said the award was 
based on sworn testimony, and 
Obama “remains very proud” of 
Meyer. 

The Marine Corps also stood by 
its account, which it said was based 
on interviews with Meyer and other 
witnesses; radio logs; and investiga- 
tion by the Army and Marine Corps.

America’s war in Iraq came to an 
unspectacular and uncertain end 
Thursday at a ceremony held inside 
fortified blast walls at Baghdad’s 
international airport, not far from 
where U.S. troops first fought their 
way into the capital more than 
eight years ago. 

There were speeches paying 


tribute to the fallen, promising that 
America would not abandon Iraq 
and warning of challenges ahead. A 
band played, and the flag that had 
flown over the U.S. headquarters 
was lowered for the last time. 

And that was it. No pronounce- 
ments of victory, no cheers — only 
a profound sense that the war’s real 
reckoning is yet to come even as the 
U.S. role draws to a close. 

Gen. Lloyd Austin, the last of the 
U.S. generals to command U.S. forc- 
es in Iraq, addressed the uncertain- 
ties when he spoke of the progress 
made and the opportunities created 


Early Ending 

Thursday's ceremony in Baghdad 
effectively ended the war two weeks 
earlier than necessary under the 
terms of a 2008 U.S.-lraq security 
pact that said troops must be gone 
by Dec. 31. But commanders decided 
there was no need to keep troops in 
Iraq through the holidays as talks 
about maintaining a U.S. presence 
had failed. The date of the ceremony 
had been kept secret for weeks, so 
as not to give insurgents an opportu- 
nity to stage attacks, (twp)

Credibility of Egypt’s Elections Is Questioned 


Cairo 

Islamists and liberals accused 
election officials Thursday of fill- 
ing out ballot forms for elderly or 
confused voters at some polling 
stations during the second round 
of parliamentary elections.

Christmas 


Some Americans 
place the holiday 
on hold to afford 
gifts this season 

New York 

When Emily Russell’s two young 
sons wake up on Christmas morn- 
ing, they’ll find that Santa left them 
a note instead of the video games 
they requested. 

“Hey, I couldn’t get by your 
house last night,” Russell, a sin- 
gle mother from Kernersville, 
N.C., plans to write to her sons and 
sign Santa’s name. “Your mom is 
going to take you to the store when 
she can.” 

Some people have always post- 
poned Christmas celebrations 


because their jobs don’t pause for 
the holiday. But in the weak econ- 
omy, folks are delaying Christmas 
for another reason: money. 

Deloitte’s annual holiday sur- 
vey for the first time asked shop- 
pers whether they planned to wait 
until January to do the bulk of their 
shopping for Christmas. Six per- 
cent of the more-than 5,000 respon- 
dents said they did. 

The strategy can pay off. After 
Christmas, retailers offer discounts 
of up to 75 percent on a wider vari- 
ety of items than they do in the 
weeks leading up to the holiday. 

It’s something cost-conscious 
shoppers have gotten hip to. 

Danielle McCurley of Lacey, 
Wash., is planning to postpone 
Christmas a couple days. She 
wants to wait until her financial 
aid check for her school tuition

arrives so she can spend the extra 
money on gifts. 

In normal years, McCurley 
would have finished her Christmas 
shopping weeks ago. But this year 
is different: After losing her job as 
a home health aide, McCurley, 32, 
returned to school to study social 
work this fall. Adding to that, her 
husband, Mario, was out of work 
for a year and a half, though he 
recently found a job as a securi- 
ty guard. 

McCurley — who has three chil- 
dren ages 4, 5 and 11 — thinks her 
youngest two won’t really notice. 
Her oldest will, but she already 
bought his present: a secondhand 
netbook that she got for a third of 
the original price at $100. And she 
figures her mom, her three broth- 
ers and her husband won’t really 
mind the late presents. 

“They’re adults,” McCurley 
says. “I don’t think they’ll be too 
upset.” 


Backstory 

Delaying Christmas Day, origi- 
nally a Christian holiday to cel- 
ebrate the birth of Christ, is almost 
unheard of in some circles. About 
95 percent of Americans celebrate 
Christmas — including 80 percent of 
non-Christians, Gallup polls say. 

But Bruce David Forbes, author 
of “Christmas: A Candid History," 
says those who delay festivities can 
take comfort in the fact that Dec. 25 
isn’t the date of the birth of Christ. 

When Christians started cel- 
ebrating his birth in the 300s, af- 
ter the Roman emperor Constan- 
tine converted to that religion, 
they didn’t know the birth date, so 
it appears that they picked a day 
to coincide with Romans’ midwin- 
ter celebrations of their own gods. 
Christians in more eastern coun- 
tries, such as Turkey and Greece, 
were already celebrating on Jan. 6. 

So, Forbes says if you’re cele- 
brating between Dec. 25 and Jan. 6, 
“you’re not even doing it late." (ap) 

Meanwhile, Russell isn’t sure 
how her sons, ages 8 and 10, will 
react when they learn Christmas 
will come late for them. 

Postponing the celebration is 
the only way Russell, a custom- 
er service worker, can manage to 
afford Christmas this year because 
she had to take two weeks off with- 
out pay recently when her young- 
est had his tonsils removed. 

She figures if she waits until 
after Christmas to go shopping, 
she’ll be able to scrounge up money 
to buy each boy a video game, 
a board game and one piece of 
clothing. 

“It might be a little upsetting to 
start with,” says Russell, 41. “Til tell 
them, Tm sorry Santa didn’t come 
by today. Maybe he’ll come by next

No-Cash Cabs 

My reaction to the D.C. Taxicab Commission's 
decision to approve a fare hike for 2012: 
yawn. That's because my days of hailing — 
and hoping I have enough cash in my wallet 
to make it to my destination — could be over. 


This week marked the official Wash- 
ington-area launch of Uber, an 
iPhone and Android app designed 
to make you feel like you have a pri- 
vate driver at your beck and call. 
Sign up with your credit card info, 
and you’re ready to ride. The app 
maps the nearest Uber vehicles (a 
mix of town cars, SUVs and Mer- 
cedes-Benzes from local companies) 
and offers an estimated wait time. 
When you tap for a pickup, you can 
track as the driver heads to your 
location and you’ll get a text when 


the car is 30 seconds away. Then 
just hop in, say where you’re going 
and get out at your destination. No 
cash changes hands. 

Washington is the seventh city 
for the rapidly expanding tech com- 
pany that crunches usage data to 
make sure enough cars are on the 
streets and in the right spots. Across 
the network, the goal is to have wait 
times capped at five to 10 minutes. 
That requires knowledge of the cit- 
ies, which is why Uber has employ- 
ees in D.C. focused on understand- 


ing the lay of the land. 

“For us, one of the big opportu- 
nities is the gap between the cab 
experience and the Uber experience. 
The quality of cabs can be lower 
here than in other cities,” notes 
D.C. general manag- 
er Rachel Holt. Not 
only are Uber vehi- 
cles guaranteed to be 
comfortable (sever- 
al offer water, mints 
and newspapers for 
riders), but the driv- 
ers have extra incen- 
tive to put riders at 
ease because users can rate them 
after each trip. 

The concept may sound like it’s 
designed just for lobbyists, but Holt 
describes it as “affordable luxury.” 
And although the company aims 
to price its services at about iVi to 
two times the price of a cab ride in 
any given city, D.C.’s extensive list 
of additional charges made that 
task tricky. Uber’s base rate here 
is $7, and then it’s $3.25 for each 
mile and 75 cents for each minute 
of travel time. You’re charged the 
time rate when you’re traveling at 
or below 11 mph and the distance 
rate when you’re going faster. And 
there’s a $15 minimum. 

That’s higher than the standard 
cab rates: $3 base fee, $1.50 for each 
mile. But when you add in the cabs’ 
$1 fuel surcharge, $2 dispatch fee 
for requesting a ride by phone and 
$1.50 per additional passenger, it’s 
possible to see how four people tak- 
ing a short trip might save money 
with Uber. Did I mention Uber’s 
rate includes a tip? 

If even someone as ridiculously 
cheap as I am sees the benefit in 
paying more to ensure a convenient, 
hassle-free ride, that’s bad news for 
cabbies in this city. But maybe it’ll be 
the push they need to up their level 
of service and finally implement a 
system to accept credit cards.

Tis the Season for More Thievery 


Police urge residents 
to proteet against 
unattended deliveries

After some online Christmas shop- 
ping, Sonia Zeledon eagerly await- 
ed the arrival of two packages sent 
to her Capitol Hill house. When she 
returned home one day last week, 
she found the brown boxes deliv- 
ered, opened and pilfered. 

So Zeledon did what many busy 
people do: She told her friends and 
neighbors, informed the companies 
she ordered the packages from — 
and left the police out of it. 

“I figured they were busy doing 
other things,” she said. 

Police are urging people to fig- 
ure otherwise, hoping they can pre- 
vent more holiday thefts. 

Boxes have been disappearing 
from homes across the region in 
recent weeks, putting a damper 
on the holiday season as thieves

help themselves to treasures sitting 
unattended on doorsteps. 

“These are crimes of oppor- 
tunity,” said Commander Daniel 
Hickson, who is in charge of the 
police district that includes Cap- 
itol Hill. 

Police insist that taking the 
extra step of reporting the inci- 
dent can help them track down 
the thieves. 

As for Zeledon, she said online 
shopping is easy and convenient, 
but it’s not worth the trouble if her 
stuff gets stolen. 

“I will taper off my online shop- 
ping because of it,” Zeledon said. “I 
don’t want to deal with it.” 

Police say that if you are not 
home during the day, think about 
having packages sent to a work 
address or a neighbor who can keep 
them for you. UPS said the compa- 
ny recently started an online pref- 
erence program, in which custom- 
ers can log in and have packages 
re-routed to a different address.

Jacques Pepin 

RENOWNED CHEE, JULIA CHILD’S BUDDY 


Before Paula and Rachael, 

there was a French dreamboat 
on your TV screen and alongside 
Julia Child, teaching you to make 
a country omelette. Jacques Pepin, 
76, now issues his most complete 
recipe book, “Essential Pepin” ($40, 
Houghton Mifflin Harcourt), fea- 
turing more than 700 of his favorite 
recipes and an instructional DVD 
on technique. We talked baguette 
and the good old life with the Dau- 
phin of French food. 

Why did you decide to compile 
your best recipes in one volume? 

It wasn’t my idea, but I had over 
2,000 recipes to choose from, and 
the idea was to leave them just as 
they were. Exactly what I did 10 
years ago, or even 30 years ago. 
So I chose 700, and we added the 
DVD, which is very important. It’s 


a course in technique and cook- 
ing in itself 

You taught America to cook. 

Well, I don’t know about that! 

You did! Do you consider yourself 
more of a teacher or chef? 

That’s a good question. Probably 
more of a teacher now. I’ve been 
teaching at the French Culinary 
Institute for 25 years now. When 
I write a recipe, I always think of 
simplifying it or explaining it to 
make it comprehensible. 

At one point, you were the 
personal chef to then- 
President of France Charles de 
Gaulle. What did you learn from 
cooking for world leaders? 

The chef was really at the bottom 
of the scale. When I served the 


president in France, I dealt with 
Madame de Gaulle, of course, to set 
up the menu; I served many heads 
of state — Eisenhower and others. 
But in that day, the cook was in his 
place in the kitchen, and that was 
about the end of it. If there is some- 
thing wrong, someone might see 
you in the kitchen and complain. 
But the cook was never seen.

What has been your driving 
philosophy as both a chef 
and a teacher? 

Probably simplicity of recipe. 
Maybe I’m still French, in that 
sense. I try to break down a recipe 
to make it simpler. Even a recipe 
that I did years ago, I say, “Why did 
I do that?” I can do it much sim- 
pler. Quality of ingredients is also 
important. 

You’ve seen culinary culture 
change so much over past 
decades. What do you say to 
people who are kind of over- 
whelmed by the foodie world? 

I tell them don’t worry about it, 
because I am just as overwhelmed 
as you are. Relax, have a glass of 
wine [laughs], roast a chicken, do 
a tomato salad and you’ll be happy, 
you know. 

You’ve said in the past 
that tastes get simpler with 
age. What are your favorite 
dishes now? 

Bread and butter. If you can have 
the most extraordinary bread in the 
world and the most extraordinary 
butter, it’s hard to beat.

8171), which drips with shiny vin- 
tage ornaments and glass baubles 
for the holidays. “Load the chan- 
delier with ornaments to add spar- 
kle, drape garland over doorways 
— schlock up the place.” 

And there’s no need to stick 
to the tried-and-trad color combo 
of red and green, either.

Sparkling 
Wine Bottles 

Think of this project from 
FreshHomeIdeas.com 
like a clever metaphor: 

An emptied wine bottle 
lights up the room when 
filled with twinkle lights;

HOWTO: Remove the Label and 
scrub off any residue. Using a half- 
inch drill bit for glass, carefully drill 
a hole in the glass an inch or two 
from the bottom of the bottle. Make 
sure the hole is Large enough for Light 
bulbs plus string to fit through. Care- 
fully feed a small string of Lights into 
the hole, Leaving enough of a tail to 
plug it in. 




Punch 


Savvy hosts know the best way to make a houseguest feel welcome is 
by minimizing the amount of time spent sans drink in hand. The solution sent down 
from the domestic gods: a bowl or pitcher of punch planted near the door. 


HOWTO: Following a recipe on Foodandwine.com, we chose a citrus-heavy punch Laced with a festive kick of 
cinnamon (and booze). Boil 2 Va cups orange juice (fresh or from the bottle), strips of zest from two oranges and 
three broken-up cinnamon sticks until the juice has reduced to one cup (roughly 10 minutes). Strain and Let cool. In 
a Large pitcher, combine the chilled orange reduction with 3 cups orange juice, 2 cups red grapefruit juice and one 
tablespoon grenadine syrup (to make your own, boil pure pomegranate juice with sugar, 2-to-l, until reduced by 
half and syrupy). Stir well and chill. Just before serving, add 20 ounces grapefruit soda and orange slices dusted 
with ground cinnamon. Spike with Grand Marnier, cognac or the spirit of your choice. 
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Whip up a batch of your favorite 
gingerbread cookies (we found our recipe at 
lOlcookbooks.com), then gently press the 
doughy men onto PopsicLe sticks or wooden 
chopsticks. The cookies will bake onto the 
sticks, and, voila! Eating — and displaying — the 
cookies becomes infinitely more fun.

Pingpong Ball Garland 


Deck your walls (or mantels or railings) with transformed table-tennis leftovers. 

HOWTO: Take plain white pingpong balls (we used about five dozen) and spray-paint two-thirds of them in two col- 
ors of your choice. (Metallic hues are nice in a holiday-at-the-disco way.) You’ll need to coat them twice and let them 
dry in between. To keep the orbs from rolling around and spreading paint everywhere, lay them in shallow boxes. 
After the balls are dry (overnight or a bit longer), assemble your supplies: a few yards of yarn or similarly thin string, 
thread or ribbon (we used elastic, metallic trim); a doll maker's needle (sold at Michaels or fabric stores). Stick the 
needle through the balls, one at a time, and start stringing them. You can tie knots in between the balls, or, if your 
stringing material is thick enough, simply pull the balls along the line and arrange them in random patterns. 


HOWTO: Starting with the first page of a magazine, 
fold the upper right corner into the spine and crease well; 
then fold the diagonal line into the spine and 
crease well. You should now have an 
acute triangle. Tuck the tip that points 
downward up so the fold is flush with 
the bottom of the magazine. Repeat 
with every page; then carefully remove 
the cover and back cover. You may want to 
glue two magazines together at the spine for a fuller tree 
(now's a good time to lament the fate of print journalism). 
For a snow-frosted look, spray with adhesive and sprinkle 


Wrapped Wreath 

"A wreath makes anything festive, 
whether you hang it on your front door 
or window, place it on the dining table, 
or hang it from a mirror,” Lowe says. 


HOWTO: Personalize yours by carefully wrapping 
a favorite letter (try Hobby Lobby) — a monogram or 
otherwise — with jute twine or yarn, then bedazzling 
it with felt holly or flowers (search “felt flower 
tutorial" online).

(Patrick Wilson) or even the nerd she 
never noticed (Patton Oswalt) — it’s 
the brief scene with a group of women 
who also went to school with her. 
Mavis is rattled to find out that not 
only don’t they think ill of her, but they 
don’t think of her at all. They have 
lives that leave them no time to focus 
on what happened 20 years ago. 
They’re happy — not in spite of Mavis, 
not because of Mavis, but because 
they just are. Living well might be 
the best revenge, but “Young Adult’’ 
shows that simply forgetting can be a 
powerful weapon, too.

Film Review 

Hand it to Tom Cruise: Even on 
the cusp of the creaky age of 50, he 
still manages to do his own stunts, 
look studly in a suit and maintain 
perfect hair sweepage. 

All those talents come into play 
in “Mission: Impossible — Ghost 
Protocol,” the fourth installment of 
Cruise’s behemoth of a franchise, 
in which his IMF agent Ethan 


Hunt bears more similarity to a 
steroid-popping James Bond than 
the urbane super-spies of the long- 
lost television series. 

Having banished forever the 
reel-to-reel tapes and latex masks 
that distinguished that cozy 
Sunday-night ritual. Cruise has 
turned the series over to concus- 
sive action and eye-popping set 
pieces designed to show himself 
off in the very best, most mascu- 
line light. 

“Ghost Protocol,” which marks 
the live-action debut of Pixar direc- 
tor Brad Bird (“The Incredibles,” 
“Ratatouille”), possesses the req- 
uisite number of expertly choreo-

graphed “How’d they do that?” 
scenes, and some terrific support- 
ing performances from “Mission: 
Impossible” veterans and new- 
comers. 

Simon Pegg, returning from his 
“M:I” debut in the last film, pro- 
vides a hugely welcome dose of 
lightness and comic relief as Benji, 
a meek British computer nerd who 
has finally managed to score a gig 
in the field. Paula Patton and Jer- 
emy Renner, as new additions to 
Ethan’s team, hit their marks with 
professionalism and physical com- 
petence, with Renner in particular 


proving that he’s ready to assume 
the central role in the “M:I” fran- 
chise if or when Cruise finally 
hangs up his carabiners. 

For now, though, the audience 
is instructed to sit back and admire 
Cruise’s physical prowess, which 
is put most notably on display in 
“Ghost Protocol’s” spectacular 
stunt-centerpiece, in which Ethan 
must climb the outside windows of 
the Burj Khalifa tower in Dubai (the 
world’s tallest building), smash in a 
window, replace a dingus in a com- 
puter server, then swing back into 
his room — all with one hand tied 
behind his back, at least figurative- 
ly, when he loses one of his gecko- 
esque suction-cup gloves. 

Running, jumping, scal- 
ing glass walls, driving random 
BMWs — Ethan can do it all, and 
by extension, so can Cruise, a case 
of self-flattery-by-proxy that as 
both the series and its lead actor 
age, has begun to take on the 
whiff of compensatory overkill.

Film Review 

“Trust no one Jim ” the British spy 
chief Control (John Hurt) says as 
“Tinker, Tailor, Soldier, Spy” opens, 
“especially no one in the main- 
stream.” With those tantalizing 
words of advice, the game is deli- 
ciously afoot in Tomas Alfredson’s 
long-awaited adaptation of John le 
Carre’s Cold War-era spy novel.

Film Review 

A funny thing has happened to 
Mavis Gary, the title character in 
“Young Adult,” a dark comedy from 
“Juno’s” writing-directing team of 
Diablo Cody and Jason Reitman. 

Not that anyone is laughing at 
Mavis. Though marketed as a com- 
edy, this film is too creepy and acer- 
bic to be consistently comic. 

Mavis (Charlize Theron) is a 
37-year-old divorced writer fac- 
ing the cancellation of her popular 
series of young adult novels. Lone- 
ly and depressed. Mavis shuffles 
around her apartment in sweat- 
pants, swilling booze, eating fast 
food, watching bad TV and hav- 
ing meaningless sex, all the while 
making insensitive comments about 
other people. 

Theron’s performance is as hard 
to look away from as it to watch, 
especially when Mavis decides to 
return to the Podunk where she

grew up to seduce Buddy (Patrick 
Wilson), the guy she dated in high 
school.

Action, Not Intellect 


Film Review 

Victoriana buffs will not be amused 
by “Sherlock Holmes: A Game of 
Shadows,” but it’s a modest improve- 
ment on bad-boy director Guy 
Ritchie’s first tweaking of Arthur 
Conan Doyle’s iconic detective. 

Not because it’s more subtle: 
This sequel is just as profligate as its 
2009 predecessor, with explosions, 
anachronisms and quick cuts. But 
the dialogue is a little sharper, and 
Holmes gets a worthy opponent in 
Professor Moriarty, who might be 
smarter than Doyle’s beloved hero 
— even if the prof’s sinister plot 
turns to be just plain dumb. 

Robert Downey Jr. plays Hol- 


mes as brainy yet highly physical, 
and keen on dressing up. “A Game 
of Shadows” introduces him in Chi- 
nese drag and doesn’t waste much 
time getting him into a wig and a 
dress. Jude Law returns as Dr. Wat- 
son, Holmes’ famous sidekick. 

“A Game of Shadows” draws 
on Doyle’s tales but relies more on 
Hong Kong’s 1980s new wave, as 
filtered through Quentin Taranti- 
no. Extreme close-ups, violent edits 
and slo-mo inserts are used to depict 
both visceral action and Holmes’ 
methodical thought. Thinking, how- 
ever, is not the movie’s priority. The 
game here is action-farce, and that’s 
better played with swagger than 
intellect, mark jenkins (twp)

THE DESCENDANTS (R, 115 minutes) 
George CLooney doesn’t put a foot wrong 
except on purpose in “The Descendants," 
a pitch-perfect movie that threads a tiny 


needle between comedy and devastating 
drama. Clooney’s Matt King is the wealthy 
descendant of Hawaiian royalty, who, as 
the movie opens, is watching his wife, 
Elizabeth, lie comatose in a hospital 
bed after suffering a near-fatal boating 
accident. A distant husband and father. 
Matt must find a way to bond with his 
daughters, 10-year-old Scottie (Amara 
Miller) and 17-year-old Alex (Shailene 


Woodley). “The Descendants" is an ode to 
emotional dissonance, wherein regretand 
antic humor can coexist and even share a 
drink; it’s a tricky tonal high-wire act that 
writer-director Alexander Payne pulls off 
with uncommon skill and aplomb, a.h. 
HAPPY FEET TWO (PG, 100 minutes) In 
“Happy Feet Two," there’s precious little 
of what gave “Happy Feet" its incongru- 
ous, yet infectious charm: a tap-dancing 


penguin. The gotta-move protagonist of 
the first animated, Antarctica-set fea- 
ture— a misfit young emperor penguin 
named Mumble(Elijah Wood) — returns 
for the sequel. But this time he’sall grown 
up — and a lot less fun. In his place are 
a lot of other polar creatures vying for 
screen time and our attention. The big- 
gest letdown is the absence of dancing.

Mumble, the former hoofer, is now the 
father of a penguin chick named Erik 
(Ava Acres). He spends most of his time 
putting his foot down after Erik, who 
doesn’t Like to dance, runs away from 


home, and Mumble is forced to go get 
him and bring him back, scolding him the 
entire way. So much for happy feet. m.o. 
HUGO (PG, 125 minutes) When Martin 
Scorsese announced that he would make 
his first 3-D movie — and a PG-rated 
famiLyfiLm, noLess — severaLof his fans 
pronounced themseLvesfLummoxed. But 
we didn’t know that the movie would be 
“Hugo," an exuberant, if occasionaLLy 


uneven, adaptation of Brian SeLznick’s 
movie-inspired illustrated novel. “Hugo” 
begins with one of the filmmaker’s 
signature bravura tracking shots, this 
time through a cavernous train station 
in 1930s Paris. The camera is foLLowing 
the title character, a 12-year-oLd boy who 
Lives secretly just below the station’s 
ceiling. When he’s not scrounging for 
food, he’s gathering trinkets and tools 


to fix a Lifelike metal automaton that 
represents his Last Link to a once-happy 
Life. For the most part, it’s a somber af- 
fair, its seLf-seriousness only deepening 
when Hugo runs afoul of a grumpy toy 
seller and his goddaughter, Isabelle. 
But during “Hugo’s" final 20 minutes 
or so, the film truly comes to Life. a.h. 
THE MUPPETS (PG, 98 minutes) “The 
Muppets" is both a delightful family 


film about the Muppets and a winking, 
self-referential satire about how Lame 
the Muppets are. How does it manage 
that trick? By starting with the premise 
that the Muppets are has-beens. What 
sets the plot in motion is a visit to Los 
Angeles by Gary, Mary and Walter (Gary’s 
somewhat codependent brother). Walter 
isaMuppetsgroupie, and when hearrives 
inHoLLywood,hecan’tquiteacceptthefact 
thathisheroesarewashedup.Withtheas- 
sistance of Gary and Mary, Walter sets out 
to reunitethe Muppets for one Lastshow, 
the proceeds from which wiLL be used to 
save the decrepit Muppet Studios build- 
ing from being torn down. So far, so corny. 
What saves “The Muppets" from itself is 
a sharp eye for just how siLLy aLL of this is. 
Directed by James Bobin and co-written 
by SegeL and Nicholas StoLLer, the film is 
mordant without being mean and sweet 
without being saccharine, m.o. 

NEW YEAR’S EVE (PG-13, 118 minutes) 
“New Year’s Eve" exists as a particularly 
soulless example of a movie that’s Less 
made than machined. A cobbLed-together 
mash-up of actorLy duets, this Leaden ef- 
fort sags when itshouLd shimmer. Labors 
cLunkily when itshouLd glide and — most 
unforgivably — plops some otherwise 
attractive and even talented actors into 
roles that are compLeteLy outside their 
physicaLand psychic comfortzone. Most 
insulting of aLL, the filmmakers insist on 
inserting bits of moralizing in the movie 
Like so many razor blades in a candy apple. 
Clocking in atan unforgivable two hours, 
“New Year’s Eve" perpetrates the same 
forced jollity, oversize proportions and 
crass superficiality as the very holiday 
it so wanLy exploits, a.h. 

SHAME (NC-17, 99 minutes) In Steve 
McQueen’s mournful portrait of an addict 
hitting rock bottom, Michael Fassbender 
plays a man seeking seLf-annihiLation 
through the compulsive pursuit of sex. 
As successful New Yorker Brandon, 
Fassbender spends a great deal of time 
staring moodily. Brandon may be able 
to make it anywhere, but even when 
he’s with another person, he’s alone. 
That changes with the sudden arrival of 
his Little sister. Sissy (Carey Mulligan), 
whose hospital bracelet indicates that 
aLL is not entirely well with her either. 
Sissy upsets Brandon’s metronomicaLLy 
choreographed rituals, which, itbecomes 
clear, emanatefromawound deep in their 
shared past. “Shame" Leaves motiva- 
tions and backstories up to the viewer’s 
imagination and focuses with unblinking 
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frankness on the depths of Brandon’s 
most seLf-Loathing behavior, a.h. 

THE SITTER (R, 80 minutes) Spiked 
with some LoopiLy inspired supporting 
performances and Jonah HiLL’s char- 
acteristicaLLy inspired improvisationaL 
asides, “The Sitter" is an efficient but 
uneven programmer, whose most 
valuable contribution to the cinematic 
landscape is its blessedly brief running 


time. The reason Hill’s Noah finds him- 
self baby-sitting a neighbor’sthree kids 
is that their regular sitter has a urinary 
tract infection. In the course of the 
ensuing night, he and Slater, Blithe and 
Rodrigo run amok through a Brooklyn 
bat mitzvah, an upscale restaurant, a 
street-tough pool hall and a retail out- 
let called Neal’s Diamonds. The biggest 
kid, of course, is Noah himself, another 


man-child abroad in a world that can’t see 
the exquisite gifts behind the girth, a.h. 
THE TWILIGHT SAGA: BREAKING 
DAWN - PART 1 (PG-13, 117 minutes) 
Recent high school graduate Bella Swan 
grows up a lot in “Breaking Dawn - Part 
1," becoming a bride, a potential mother 
and perhaps something stranger. Yetthe 
“Twilight Saga" hasn’t matured along 
with its heroine. In fact, the latest movie 


regresses a bit, delivering more filler, 
less feeling and crummier CGI than last 
year’s “Eclipse." As the trailer (and the 
book) have already revealed, the drama 
this time is principally obstetric. In the 
movie’s bland first half, Bella (Kristen 
Stewart) prepares forwoodland nuptials 
with pasty vampire dreamboat Edward 
(Robert Pattinson). We do see a bloody 
Edward-ian flashback and an angry run 


through the Washington-state forest 
by wolfman Jacob (Taylor Lautner), the 
excluded member of thetale’s menagerie 
a trois. But much of the action involves 
shoes, dresses and tearful, happy-sad
